Ruſty and Iell-beloved, Ie greet you well, At the opening Our Parliament 
ou were told, that le had a great defire this Summer to make a TFrogreſs 
through ſome parts of Cur Kingdom, which Te reſolve to begin in devotion to Our 
City of Worceſter, that M'e may pour out Our thanks to God for Cur deliverance 
there. And the ſeaſon ofthe year quickens Us in that inclination, as we preſume it 
diſp:ſes youto a defire to withdraw from this City, and to viſit your Countreys. Fut 
you may remember I e told you then, that Il'e had cauſed ſome Bills to be prepared 
for you, for Confirmation of what We FnaGed at our laſt Meeting. And We ſaid all 
that We could to you of the value IWe ſet upon the AGF of Indempnity, as I e have 
great realon to do; and if We could have uſed ſtronger expreſſuons to have conjur d 
you ſpeedily to have diſpatch'd it ; We aſſure ou, We would have done it ; and We 
did think what We had ſaid would have made ierpreſſoes in all who profeſs a de- 
ſere to ſerve Vs : And therefore Ve expetfed every day, that the [ame Bill would 
bave been preſented to Us for another */ient. We muſt confiſs, We hear you. have

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ſhewed great affeFion toUs ſince your coming together, and that you wonld have al- 
ready prepared and paſſed ſome very good Bills ( fer which We heartily thank you ) 
that are ready for the Royal Aſſent. Tet We cannot but tell yen, that though Il e are 
enough concerned to expedite thoſe Bills, We have no mind to paſs them till the 
AE of Indempnity be likewiſe preſented to Vs; upon which (if you take Cur Word ) 
mot M4 Onr quiet and good depends; and in which, Ie are jure our Fonour is con- 
cern'd. Therefore We muſt again, and as earneſtly as poſſible conjure you, to uſe all 
polſible expedition in the paſſing that 4 in the ſame Terms Ile already paſs d it, 
to which We take Our Selves obliged, and that you will for the preſent lay aſide 
all private buſineſs, that ſo betaking your ſelves onely to the *Fublick, you may be 
ready to adjourn by the middle of the next month, which will beſt ſuit with all Our 
occaſions. And ſo not doubting of your readineſs to comply with Vs in theſe Onur 
Juſt and neceſſary defires, We bid you heartily farewel.

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Mr. Sollicitor reports, from a Conference defired by the Lords concerning the Coa/- 

eamers, thatthe Lords could not concur, and that the Proclamation was at large, as 
with fafety in_this conjuncture of affairs it could extend. His Majeſty having granted 
licenſe to thoſe that had been recommended by the General, and there being tome who 
were not to be truſted. 

Mr. Sollicitor reports further, froma Conference had with the Loxde, upon a Meſſage 
ſent by his Majefty to the Houſe of Peers, That rhe Lord Chancellor declared, that the 
ſame did concern things of a high and dangerour Nature, and thattiaere had been a real 
deſign, which had been formingever ſince March lait, to diſturb the union and peace 
of the Kingdom, and named feveral of the Parties engaged, with the manner and con- 
erivance of their Traiterous deſign, and the progreſs they had from timeto time made 
therein: And although their deſignes were at preſent difordered, as to the effefting of

Majeſty's late Gracious Declaration of the 26. of December laſt, and your moſt 
Gracions Speech at the beginning of this preſent Seſſtor. 

Do in the firſt place jor our ſelves, and in the names of all the Commons of 
England, rexder to your mcſt Sacred Majeſty the Tribute of our moſt hearty Thankg, 
for that infinite Grace and Goodneſs wherewith your \ajeſty hath been pleaſed to 
publiſh your Royal Intentions of adhering to zour £d of *udempnity and Cbliviow, 
by a conſtant and religious obſervance of it. And our hearts are further enlarged 
in theſe returns of Thanksgivings, when we cor fider your Majeſty's moſt Princely 
and Feroick Trojeiſions of relying upon the Affetions of your Teople, and abbor- 
ring all ſort of Military and Arbitrary Rule. Put above all, we can never enongh 
reneember, to the Honour of your Majefties Ticty, and our own unſpeakable Cor- 
fort, thoſe ſolemn and mot endearing Invitations of us your Majeſty's Subje@s, to 
prepare Laws to be preſented to your Majeity againſt the growth and increaſe of 
Foperyz and withal to provide more laws againſt Licentiouſneſs and Impicty, 
at the ſame time declaring your own reſolutions for maintaining the AG of Vni- 
formity. And it becomes us always #0 acknowledge and admire your Majeſty's 
WWildom in this your Declaration, whereby your Majeſty is pleaſed to reſolve, not 
onely by Sumptuary Þ aws, but by your own Koyal example of Frugality, to reſtrain 
that exceſs in mens Fxpences, which is grown ſo general and ſo exorbitant, and 
to dire our Fndeavonrs to find out fit and proper Laws for advancement of Trade 
aud Commerce. | 

After all this, we mo$t humtbly beſeech your Majeſty to believe, that it is with 
extreme unvillingneſs and veluftancy of heart, that we are brought to difſir fron 
any thing which your Majety hath thought fit to propoſe. And thungh we do no way 
doubt, but that the unreaſonable diStempers of mens ſpirits, aud the many Vutinies 
and Conſpiracies which were carried on during the late interval of Parliaments,

It will be a cauſe of increaſing Sefs and Sc aries, whoſe mumbers will weaken 
the true Froteſtant ProfeſSion ſo far, that it will at leaſt become difficult for it to 
defend it ſelf againſt them. And which is yet furtoer conſiderable, thoſe nnzthers 
which, by being troubleſome to the Government, find they can arrive to an 'ndul- 
gence, will, as their numbers increaſe, be yet more troubleſome, ſo at leneth they may 
arrive toa general Toleration, which your MajeSty hath declared against, and in 
time, ſome prevalent Se will at laſt contend for an F ſtabliſh»:ent, which for ought 
can be foreſeen, may end in Popery.

promoting of which, we dv in all bumility, and with the higheſt zeal to your Majeſties Ho- 
nour, and the ſafety of your People, beſeech your Majeſty, not to aamit of any Treaty of Peace, 
whereby the French Kung ſhall be left in the poſſeſſion of any larger Dominious ana Territories, 
or of any greater Power than what ke retained by the Pyrenzan Treaty, leſs than which we 
conceive cannot ſecure your Majeſtics Kingdoms, and the reſt of Europe, from the growth and 
power of the ſaid King, but that he alone maybe avle to di#turb the peace thereof whenſoever | 
he is minded to attempt it. The Places reſerved by that Treaty to the King of Spain inthe 

Netherlands being advantagions, as well by the vicinity of ſome important Towns and Gar- 
riſons to the Kingdom of France, as by the extent of the Territory. Andwe do moſt bumbly 
deſire, That in all Treaties, Articles, and Confeder ations, in order to the obtaining that end, 

yoxr Majeſty would be pleaſed to provide, that none of the Parties that ſhall Jon with your 

Majeſtie in making War for that purpoſe, may lay down their Arms, or depart from their 

Alliances, mntil the ſaid King be reduced at leaſt to the ſaid Treaty, And we do further de- 

fre, as one of the moſt effetiual means to obtain thoſe ends, that it may be agreed between your 

Majeity and the Confederates, that neither onr ſelves, nor any of them, ſhall hold any Commerce 

or Trade with the French King or his Subjects auring ſuch War ; and that no Commodity of the 

Growth, ProduGt, or Manufattare of France, or of any of the Territories or Dominions of the 

French King be admitted to be brought into your Aajeſties, or any of their Countreys and Do- 

minions, ether by Land or Sea, ox to be ſold within the ſame, but that they be ſeized and de- 

ftroy d whereſoever they be found, and days to be limited for the ſame in as ſhort time as the 
nature of ſuch Affairs will permit. Ana that in all Treaties, ArticRts, and Confederations made 
in order to or for the proſecution of ſuch Wat, it may be agreed and declared, That no Veſſel of 
any Nation whatſocver ſhall be permitted to enter into, or come out of the Ports of France, but 
that the Ship and Men ſhall be ſeized, and the Gooas deStrozed. h 
We do therefore moſt humbly deſire your Majeity to proceed in making ſuch Alliances and 

Confederations, as ſhall be zeceſſaryfor the attaining of thoſe ends; Aud though we believe OR 
HMajeity can never donbt of the affections of your People, yet upon this occaſion we do with all 

alacrity, and with one unanimous conſent, renew our former promiſes and engagements, beſeech- 

ing your Majeſty toreſt confidently aſſured of our perſeverance in the proſecution of the ſaid 

I/ar. And that when your Majeſty ſhall pleaſe to impart ſuch Alliances and Confederations to 

,5 in Parliament, we ſhall upon all occaſions give your Majeſty ſuch ready Aſſiſtances and 

&pports, as may, by the bleſſing of God, bring the ſaid War to a happy concluſion.

* with them. The reaſon is, that the diſtance of the T laces the Princes concerned re-
